To the like effect unoke Mr. Merk- 
ditu, a respectable and highly intelligent 
colonist of more than twenty year** resi- 
dence. Referring to the former eyriero 
of emigration, which required that the 
emigrants, to entftlo ihem to land, 
should bo poueated of capital and 
character, he asks, " could they, looking 
forward with thi* guarantee on ther part, 
ever suppose that Van Diemen's Land 
could be other than o free colony V In 
allusion to theejpected influx of convicts, 
and to this Probation System, he adds : — 
" 1 have said that these mcu are coming 
here by thou lands — they may arrive by 
tens oi thousand* for what we knew al 
present. * * * I can sorely trust 
myself to speak on thi* subject : it is a 
momentous change, and / err before us 
, nothing bat calamity** Ue urges a 
rigorous appeal to the home government, 
and *«ya, "If this be done efficiently, (hen 
the character of the colony may be re 
itVeaenf from it* present purely— I wa* 
about to *ay impurely — penal character , 
thrn may irt hope to recover from our dif- 
pr«ttie», and avert impending calamities," 
Commenting upon the same subject, 
the editor of the Hohart JWs Adrertiser 
observes, " Much ha* been said of the ad- 
vantage derivable by this colony horn 
being made the gaol of Britain. Let ua 
aee how the account stands. The meat 
to aiipply the convicts come* from New 
South Wales— the flour from America, 
when at a price which will pay the settle rs 
{when they give the labour and capital for 
nothing we are allowed to supply them) — 
their tools end clotbea from England — 
their msgiatraU*, superintendent*:, over- 
seers, from the same country. We pay 
the polios who guard them. The labour 
coating nothing i* to be carefully excluded 
from benefiting the colonist*. They are to 
raise the Mm* productions which we do, on 
band and with labour casting nothing. 
When they become eligible to employment 
by the settlers, it ia trith such restriction t as 
render tbsm worse than oselets. Capital 
and emigration are etojtped. We should 
with to set the ttt'Off to counter-balance 
«lt thu." 

W* leave such of our readers aa may 
ttill be hankering after the good old time* 
when New South Wales was what Van 
Diemeu'* Land u, to ponder well an these 
concurrent testimonies aa to the many and 
indubitable Mraatsgta of the transporta-
